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Libyan army announces new After year of woe, Haiti 

chooses a new president 



TRIPOLI, Libya (AFP) - A 
Libyan military spokesman 
announced yesterday a new 
ceasefire in the campaign 
against an uprising, as a se¬ 
cond night of international air 
strikes on the country ap¬ 
peared imminent. 

Spokesman Milad Fokehi 
said the ceasefire, effective 
from 1900 GMT, had been 
decided following an African 
Union call for an immediate 
cessation of hostilities. 

Moamer Kadhafi's regime 
had declared a ceasefire on 
Friday after UN Security 
Council resolution 1973 au¬ 
thorised any necessary meas¬ 
ures, including a no-fly zone, 
to stop his forces harming 
civilians in the fight against 
the rebels. 

But his troops continued 
an assault on the rebel strong¬ 
hold of Benghazi, prompting 
US, British and French forces 
to intervene with air strikes in 
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line with the resolution. 

Following a meeting in the 
Mauritanian capital, the 
African Union's panel on 
Libya called for an "immedi¬ 
ate stop" to all attacks and 
asked Libyan authorities to 
ensure "humanitarian aid to 
those in need," as well as the 
"protection of foreigners, in¬ 
cluding African expatriates 
living in Libya." 

It underscored the need for 
"necessary political reforms 
to eliminate the causes of the 
present crisis," but at the 
same time called for "re- 


BRATISLAVA, Slovakia 
(AFP) - Former Czech presi¬ 
dent Vaclav Havel has been 
released from hospital for 
home care yesterday after 
being treated for acute bron¬ 
chitis, the Czech Press 
Agency reported. 

Havel, 74, plans to attend 
the premiere of "The Leav¬ 
ing", his film debut made 
after his own theatre play, on 
Tuesday, the agency said. 

The hero of the 1989 Vel¬ 
vet Revolution which peace¬ 
fully toppled communist rule 
in then-Czechoslovakia, 
Havel has long battled poor 
health, partly caused by the 
five years he spent in com¬ 
munist jails for dissident ac¬ 
tivity.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti 
(AFP) - Haiti went to the polls 
yesterday to choose if a popu¬ 
lar singer or a former first lady 
will be the new president of a 
shattered country struggling to 
rebuild from a devastating 
2010 earthquake. 

The run-off, delayed for 
months by bickering over a 
contested and violence- 
plagued first round in Novem¬ 
ber, threatened to be over¬ 
shadowed by the return from 
exile of charismatic ex-presi¬ 
dent Jean-Bertrand Aristide. 

But Aristide has largely 
honored a commitment not to 
upset the delicate political sit¬ 
uation and voting began peace¬ 
fully in the Caribbean nation, 
whose recent past has been 


scarred by dictatorship and vi¬ 
olent upheaval. 

Six hours after voting sta¬ 
tions opened at 6:00 am , UN 
monitors said turnout looked 
likely to exceed pitiful num¬ 
bers in the first round when 
only 23 percent of 4.7 million 
eligible Haitians cast ballots. 

Polls closed at 4:00 pm 
(2100 GMT) with preliminary 
results to be announced on 
March 31 and final ones on 
April 16. 

The international commu¬ 
nity is watching closely as it 
has committed billions of dol¬ 
lars to help reconstruct Haiti, 
where hundreds of thousands 
of quake survivors are forced 
to eke out an existence in 
squalid tent cities.

Germany was in stunned 
mourning yesterday after the 
sudden and premature death of 
Knut, Berlin's world-famous 
polar bear, at the end of what 
animal welfare groups said 
was an unhappy, short life.

ORANJESTAD — During a

Important partners for Kiki 
in her efforts to rescue and 
control the animal population 
and find homes to adopt some 
of the dogs and cats are 
Aruba’s resorts, which are a 
magnet for strays. Island visi¬ 
tors often feed and adopt them 
during their visits, and so they 
have discovered they can sur¬ 
vive easily around the resorts. 
Some resorts will call Kiki to 
catch the animals and take 
them away, her policy is to 
have them neutered and then 
return them to the resort where

they often prove quite enter¬ 
taining to the guests; there is 
always the hope they will be 
adopted.

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Apple could face iPad 2 
component shortages 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Apple 
could face shortages of com¬ 
ponents for the iPad 2 because 
of the earthquake and tsunami 
in Japan, according to a re¬ 
search firm. 

"The aftermath of the 
Japanese earthquake may 
cause logistical disruptions and 
supply shortages in Apple 
Inc.’s iPad 2, which employs 
several components manufac¬ 
tured in the disaster-stricken 
country,” IHS iSuppli said. 

IHS iSuppli, which con¬ 
ducted a ’’teardown” analysis 
of the iPad 2, said the compo¬ 
nents included the battery from 
Apple Japan, an electronic 
compass from AKM Semicon¬ 
ductor, NAND flash memory 
from Toshiba, DRAM dy¬ 
namic random access memory 
from Elpida Memory and 
touchscreen glass "likely” 
from Asahi Glass. 

It said some of the suppliers 
were undamaged but they were 
likely to face logistical diffi¬ 
culties as well as problems get¬ 
ting raw materials. 

"The various challenges are 
being compounded by inter¬ 


ruptions in the electricity sup¬ 
ply, which can have a major 
impact on delicate processes, 
such as semiconductor litho¬ 
graphy,” IHS iSuppli said. 

"These issues may come at 
a time when Apple is rushing 
to ramp up iPad 2 production 
to meet stronger-than expected 
demand for the device,” it 
added. 

IHS iSuppli said some of 
the components could be 
sourced elsewhere. It said 
NAND flash memory, for ex¬ 
ample, is available from South 
Korea's Samsung and Micron 
Technology of the United 
States. 

"Similarly, the Elpida 
DRAM component can be al¬ 
ternatively sourced from Sam¬ 
sung,” it said. 

The iPad 2 went on sale in 
the United States a week ago 
and is scheduled to hit stores in 
around two dozen other coun¬ 
tries on March 25. 

Apple announced this week 
it was delaying the release of 
the iPad 2 in Japan because of 
the disaster. 


Atom smasher could be used 


as time machine 


In a 'long shot' theory, physi¬ 
cists propose that the world's 
largest atom smasher could be 
used as a time machine to send 
a special kind of matter back¬ 
ward in time. 

The scientists outline a way 


to use the Large Hadron Col¬ 
lider (LHC), a 17-mile long 
(27-km) particle accelerator 
buried underground near 
Geneva, to send a hypothetical 
particle called the Higgs sin¬ 
glet to the past.

French experts: 'Long road ahead' for 
Fukushima crisis

PARIS, France (AFP) - French 
experts yesterday said the im¬ 
mediate crisis at Fukushima 
was far from over as they 
spoke of the task of restoring 
cooling capacity to the crip¬ 
pled nuclear plant. 

"There is a long road 
ahead,” Olivier Gupta, deputy 
director-general of the Nuclear 
Safety Authority (ASN), told a 
press conference in Paris. 

"The situation remains seri¬ 
ous and precarious. This has 
not changed significantly for 
several days.” 

Gupta cautioned that, even 
if power cables had been re¬ 
connected to the plant, "it still 
isn't possible to use them be¬ 
cause of the risk of a short cir¬ 
cuit.” 

"Checks have to be made, 
junction box by junction box, 
and equipment by equipment.” 

Overheating reactors at the 
plant have caused a buildup of 
hydrogen through a chemical 
reaction with the water sur¬ 
rounding the reactor core. This 
gas is highly flammable and 
since March 12 has already 
caused several blasts and a fire. 


Beyond the problem of 
short circuits, engineers also 
have to see if coolant pumps 
have survived the March 11 
earthquake and tsunami, and 
pipes bringing water to the re¬ 
actor units are unobstructed. 

"Pulling cables to the plant 
does not mean the problem is 
resolved,” said Gupta. 

"It's a first necessary step 
for getting control of the situa¬ 
tion, but it's still only a first 
step and many others will be 
needed before things are sta¬ 
bilised.” 

In a press release, the ASN 
said "this serious accident has 
already led to major releases of 
radioactivity, which are conti¬ 
nuing. 

"Regardless of how the si¬ 
tuation develops, Japan will 
have to manage, over the long 
term, the deposits of radioac¬ 
tivity resulting from these re¬ 
leases.” 

Gupta said his special con¬ 
cern was for a tank at the No. 
3 reactor unit that houses spent 
fuel rods. 

These rods have to be con¬ 
stantly immersed in cooling 


water to prevent their external 
sheathing of zirconium from 
melting, which would releas¬ 
ing high doses of radiation to 
plant workers in the near vicin¬ 
ity. 

Gupta also referred to a so- 
called suppression pool located 
at the base of the No. 3 reactor. 

This ring-shaped water tank 
has until now dampened levels 
of radioactivity in gas that en¬ 
gineers have deliberately ven¬ 
ted from the containment 
vessel in order to ease pressure 
inside the reactor. 

"If the suppression tank no 
longer works because of da¬ 
mage, that would lead to 
higher releases of radioactiv¬ 
ity,” Gupta said. 

Information about technical 
conditions at Fukushima is 
clouded by "many uncertain¬ 
ties,” he added, pointing to the 
risk that sensors had been de¬ 
stroyed or damaged. 

"It is extremely difficult to 
get a precise view of the situa¬ 
tion on certain points, not just 
for us but also for the plant 
operator and the Japanese au¬ 
thorities themselves.”

Trauma stalks children of 
Japan tsunami 



KESENNUMA, Japan (AFP) 
- The horror of Japan’s 
tsunami has raised concerns 
over the long-term impact on 
children, some of whom are al¬ 
ready displaying signs of 
trauma, from screaming night¬ 
mares to silent withdrawal. 

According to the charity 
Save the Children, around 
100,000 children were dis¬ 
placed by what has become 
Japan's worst natural disaster 
since 1923, with nearly 20,000 
people dead or missing. 

The potential for lasting 
trauma is compounded by the 
unusual multiple nature of the 
event: a massive 9.0 earth¬ 
quake, a devastating tsunami 
and a nationwide scare over a 
possible meltdown at a nuclear 
plant. 

Experts say the scale of the 
loss and disruption for some 


children would have been al¬ 
most inconceivable: homes de¬ 
stroyed, friends disappeared, 
one or both parents maybe 
killed, or siblings and other 
close family members missing. 

Initial efforts to help them 
come to terms with the tragedy 
can only be made in extremely 
stressful circumstances, with 
families packed into ill- 
equipped evacuation shelters, 
suffering bitterly cold nights 
and frequent terrifying after¬ 
shocks. 

"We found children in des¬ 
perate conditions, huddling 
around kerosene lamps and 
wrapped in blankets," said 
Save the Children spokesman 
Ian Woolverton, who visited a 
number of evacuation centres 
in the coastal regions of north¬ 
east Japan that bore the brunt 
of the March 11 tsunami. 

Parents, many traumatised 
themselves, have struggled to 
keep their own fears in check 
as they try to soothe their chil¬ 
dren and provide them with 
some sense of normality and 
security. 

Grandparents have tried 
their own form of therapy, 
telling children stories of the 
difficulties they faced in their 
own childhood during and 
after World War II, and how 
they managed to overcome 
them.

Taiwan finds radiation on fava 
beans from Japan 



TAIPEI, Taiwan (AFP) - Au¬ 
thorities in Taiwan checking 
food imports for radiation on 
Sunday found a shipment of 
fava beans from southern 
Japan had been very slightly 
contaminated, an official said. 

The radiation, which was 


within Taiwan's legal safety 
limits, was found on 14 kilo¬ 
grams (30.8 pounds) of fava 
beans from Kagoshima, said 
Tsai Shu-chen, an official with 
the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration. 

It is the first report of con¬ 


taminated food being found 
outside Japan since the crisis at 
a nuclear power plant triggered 
by a devastating earthquake 
and tsunami nine days ago. 

"The beans may have been 
contaminated when they were 
airlifted to Tokyo's Narita Air¬ 
port for a transit shipment to 
Taiwan," Tsai told AFP. 

Kagoshima, at the south¬ 
western tip of Kyushu island, 
is more than 1,100 kilometres 
(700 miles) from the quake 
epicentre on the east coast of 
Honshu island. 

Tsai called on the public not 
to panic as the test figures 
showed that the beans con¬ 
tained just 11 Becquerels (Bq) 
of iodine and 1.0 Bq of cae¬ 
sium-137 per kilogram — both 
well below the national safety 
levels. 

The beans will be destroyed, 
she said. 


Radioactive contamination of food risks: 
experts 


PARIS, France (AFP) - The 
risk from radioactive contami¬ 
nation of food depends on sev¬ 
eral factors but the duration of 
the problem depends espe¬ 
cially on which type of ra¬ 
dioactive element is to blame, 
say experts. 

Japan on week-end said that 
it had discovered abnormal 
levels of radiation in milk and 
spinach from areas near 
Fukushima, and in tap water in 
Tokyo and five central prefec¬ 
tures, but there was no threat to 
health. 

In historical cases of con¬ 
tamination, the main source 
has been wind-borne dust 
which is deposited on fruit or 
vegetables or which falls on 
the soil, where it is absorbed 
by grass and leafy plants. 

Radioactive particles are 
then transmitted through the 
food chain, which explains 
why cattle can have higher- 
than-normal levels of radioac¬ 
tivity in their milk and meat. 

Ingested, these particles are 
hazardous because they release 
energy that can slice through 
molecular bonds in DNA, thus 
increasing the risk of cancer. 

The problem can be short¬ 
term or long-term, depending 


on the nature of the radioactive 
source and the amount of con¬ 
tamination in the local envi¬ 
ronment, which in turn is also 
influenced by the weather. 

Iodine 131, for instance, 
has a "half life" — a measure of 
decay — of only eight days, 
which means it is likely to 
break down in the environment 
in a few weeks. 

"There is a short-term risk 
to human health if radioactive 
iodine in food is absorbed into 
the human body," the Interna¬ 
tional Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA) said. 

"If ingested, it can accumu¬ 
late in and cause damage to the 
thyroid. Children and young 
people are particularly at risk." 


Taking "stable" forms of io¬ 
dine, such as potassium iodide 
tablets, can block radioactive 
iodine in the thyroid, the IAEA 
said. 

The longer-term problem 
comes from enduring elements 
such as caesium 137, whose 
"half life" is measured in 30 
years and may even take sev¬ 
eral centuries before it breaks 
down totally. 

Radioactivity also exists in 
the natural environment, for 
instance as a background 
source that comes from certain 
kinds of rocks. In addition, 
many countries permit safe ir¬ 
radiation of food products to 
kill or prevent bacteria in order 
to prolong shelf life.

Since 1992, lionfish had been 
sighted off the coast of Florida, 
a fish that is native to the Indo- 
Pacific and Red Sea, soon be¬ 
coming a problem for local 
reef systems in the area and the 
Bahamas. These beautiful fish 
are voracious predators that 
will devastate the native fish 
population by 80% within a 
year and they propagate at an 
alarming rate. Their fins have 
highly venomous spines, and 
in the Atlantic and Caribbean, 
have no known predator to 
control the lionfish population. 

Lionfish made their way to 
Curagao and Bonaire waters 
about 2 years ago and not long 


after, divers were reporting 
them around Aruba. The 
Coastal Zone Management, 
headed by marine biologist Dr. 
Byron Boekhoudt, along with 
local dive operators began a 
campaign to catch and dispose 
of these invasive fish, before 
the problem got of hand. The 
latest effort, the 1st Aruba Li¬ 
onfish Derby, which took place 
this past Saturday, March 19, 
offered rewards and trophies to 
fisherman, SCUBA divers and 
snorkelers who took to the seas 
to capture the lionfish and 
bring their hauls to the beach¬ 
front of Hadicurari Restaurant, 
where they were measured, 


cleaned and consumed at no 
cost for anyone who wished to 
taste this delicacy from the sea. 

68 participated in the event 
as groups or individuals. The 
fish could be caught in nets or 
using a small gaff, but spear- 
fishing in Aruba is illegal. The 
contestants began returning 
around noon with their catch, 
which after measuring and a 
demonstration of how to clean 
and filet the lionfish without in¬ 
jury from the spines, Chef 
Robby of Hadicurari Restau¬ 
rant, sponsors of the event, pre¬ 
pared for anyone to try. The 
purpose was to not only reduce 
the population of the fish, but 
to acquaint the public with its 
fine qualities as a food fish. A

taste test proved it to be quite 
moist and delicious, and it can 
easily be prepared once having 
removed the dorsal, anal and 
pectoral fins, which contain the 
venomous spines. Dr. Boek¬ 
houdt suggests first briefly dip¬ 
ping the fish in boiling water, 
which will neutralize the toxin, 
but to also wear a protective 
glove until the spines have 
been clipped off. The meat is in 
no way affected by the toxin. 

Trophies and two cash 
prized totaling 500 Aruban 
florins went to Victor Franken, 
captain of the Xiomara, and his 
team, for the largest fish 
caught by a group (27.5 cm) 
and the greatest quantity, 13 
fish. Kelvin Geil and Patrick 
Lendering brought in the 
largest lionfish in the Indivi¬ 
dual category, (25cm) and the 
crew of the Isabella got a tro¬ 
phy for the smallest fish, 
(7cm.) Xiomara crew mem¬ 
bers found their record catch 
about 6 miles offshore, west of 
the California Lighthouse in 
approximately 150 ft depth. 
They report seeing scores of li¬ 
onfish, but the depths could 
only allow them to safely dive 
a limited amount of time; Vic¬ 
tor also expressed he would 
have been able to catch them 
more efficiently with a spear- 
gun. Lionfish can be found at 
ah depths, and Joel of the Life¬ 
guards brought in the a 25.5 
cm lionfish he found in 69 ft 
close to shore near the natural 
bridge at the far eastern end of 
the island, off Seroe Colorado.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - IBM 
has agreed to pay $10 million 
to settle charges it gave cash 
and gifts to Chinese and South 
Korean officials to win con¬ 
tracts for mainframe and per¬ 
sonal computers and other 
products. 

The agreement with the US 
Securities and Exchange Com¬ 
mission (SEC) calls for the US 
computer titan to pay disgorge¬ 
ment of $5.3 million, interest 
of $2.7 million and a civil 
penalty of $2 million. 

Under the agreement, 
which is subject to court ap¬ 
proval and was released by the 
SEC , IBM does not admit or 
deny the allegations it violated 
the Foreign Corrupt Practices 
Act (FCPA). 

In the complaint filed with 
the US District Court for the 
District of Columbia, the SEC 
outlined the accusations 
against IBM, which is based in 
Armonk, New York. 

The complaint detailed in¬ 
stances of IBM Korea employ¬ 
ees allegedly handing over 
envelopes filled with cash to 
South Korean officials in park¬ 
ing lots, providing them with 



free notebook computers, fid¬ 
dling bid sheets and making 
payments to the bank account 
of a "hostess in a drink shop." 

It said employees of IBM 
subsidiaries and a majority- 
owned joint venture provided 
cash and improper gifts, travel 
and entertainment to Chinese 
and South Korean government 
officials between 1998 and 
2009. 

From 1998 to 2003, em¬ 
ployees of IBM Korea and 
joint venture LG IBM PC Co. 
paid $207,000 in cash bribes 
and gave improper gifts to 
South Korean government of- 


New York Times to try charging online -- 
again 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Four 
years after pulling the plug on 
an attempt to charge readers on 
the Web, The New York Times 
is going to try again. 

The US media landscape 
has changed somewhat since 
the Times, in September 2007, 
aborted TimesSelect, its two- 
year experiment with making 
readers pay for full access to 
NYTimes.com.

Print advertising revenue 
and circulation have continued 
to slide but newspaper and 
magazine publishers have 
latched on to devices like 
Apple’s popular iPad as a po¬ 
tential lifeline. 

Apple and Google have 
also begun offering digital sub¬ 
scription services for news or¬ 
ganizations, providing a 
platform for publishers willing 
to try to wean Web readers off 
their accustomed diet of free 
news. 

Few newspapers, however, 
^ have followed the lead of 
Britain's Financial Times and 
Rupert Murdoch's Wall Street 
Journal and begun charging 
online and media analysts and 
publishers are divided over 
whether a paid strategy can 
work. 

Rob Grimshaw, managing 
director of the Financial Times 
website, FT.com, is firmly in 
_ Ojj the camp of those who think a 
DiElAlLg paid model can be successful 
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and holds up his newspaper as 
proof. 

FT.com has 210,000 digital 
subscribers, more than half the 
newspaper's print circulation, 
and recorded 50 percent 
growth in subsciption revenue 
last year and nearly 50 percent 
growth in the number of digital 
subscribers. 

"We're very pleased to see 
another big quality publisher 
taking the plunge," Grimshaw 
told AFP of the Times' decision 
to begin charging for NY- 
Times.com from March 28. 


Many US newspaper pub¬ 
lishers have been reluctant to 
erect paywalls around their 
websites out of fear it will re¬ 
sult in a loss of traffic and dig¬ 
ital advertising revenue and 
they will be left out of the on¬ 
line conversation. 

Digital advertising rev¬ 
enue has been rising steadily 
at the Times but at still only 
accounted for 26 percent of 
total ad revenue in the last 
quarter. 

One of the reasons the 
Times killed TimesSelect was 
because of complaints from its 
columnists that their opinions 
were no longer being heard 
from behind the paywall. 

To counter that and remain 
a visible presence on the Web, 
the Times is adopting a "me¬ 
tered model," allowing visitors 
to view 20 articles a month be¬ 
fore asking them to pay, and 
not counting inbound links 
from Facebook or Twitter as 
part of the total.

"In addition, IBM China 
employees created slush funds 
at its business partners to pro¬ 
vide a cash payment and im¬ 
proper gifts, such as cameras 
and laptop computers, to Chi¬ 
nese government officials," it 
added. 

"Deficient internal controls 
allowed employees of IBM's 
subsidiaries and joint venture 
to use local business partners 
and travel agencies as conduits 
for bribes or other improper 
payments to South Korean and 
Chinese government officials 
over long periods of time," the 
complaint said. 

It said improper payments 
were recorded as "legitimate 
business expenses." 

In a statement acknowledg¬ 
ing the settlement, IBM said it 
"insists on the highest ethical 
standards in the conduct of its 
business and requires all em¬ 
ployees to follow its policies 
and procedures for conducting 
business." 

IBM shares were up 0.95 
percent at $155.65 shortly be¬ 
fore the closing bell on Wall 
Street.

Bolshoi ballet director quits in 
'porn smear scandal 1 


MOSCOW, Russia (AFP)- 
Russia's Bolshoi Theatre was 
reeling from a hugely embar¬ 
rassing scandal after the di¬ 
rector of its famous ballet 
troupe was forced to resign 
over images published on a 
pornographic website. 

Bolshoi star dancer Gen¬ 
nady Yanin, who headed the 
ballet troupe since 2003,had 
been a leading candidate to 
take over as the theatre's artis¬ 
tic director, in a decision that 
had been expected to be an¬ 
nounced earlier this week. 

Last week anonymous op¬ 
ponents of Yanin sent links to 
an erotic site with photo¬ 
graphs of a man resembling 
Yanin to hundreds of e-mail 
addresses, the Izvestia daily 
reported. 

The images were placed 
on a website styled to look 
like that of the Bolshoi The¬ 
atre, which quickly disap¬ 
peared from the Internet, 
Komsomolskaya Pravda 
tabloid reported. 

A website named by blog¬ 
gers as the one where the im¬ 
ages were posted was not 
opening. 

Yanin responded by re¬ 
signing as ballet director 
without taking any legal ac¬ 
tion, a decision accepted by 
the theatre's general director, 



Anatoly Iksanov, Izvestia re¬ 
ported. 

It said the case repeated a 
method used against Prosecu¬ 
tor General Yury Skuratov, 
who was sacked in 2000 after 
a video showing a man re¬ 
sembling him having sex with 
two women was shown on 
television news. 

The Bolshoi Theatre said 
in a brief statement that it had 
appointed a new ballet direc¬ 
tor, Yan Godovsky. The post 
of artistic director remains va¬ 
cant. 

Yanin joined the Bolshoi 
ballet in 1995 after dancing in 
two other Moscow troupes. 
He presents a weekly televi¬ 
sion arts show on the state- 
owned Kultura channel. 


Ballet critic Vadim 
Gayevsky told the RIA 
Novosti news agency that 
Yanin was a "talented dancer 
but a person with a very bad 
reputation," without elaborat¬ 
ing. 

In an interview to Radio 
Liberty in 2005, Yanin said 
his position of authority over 
his colleagues on stage was 
the hardest thing about his 
job. 

Last year a Russian balle¬ 
rina at the Vienna Opera Bal¬ 
let, Karina Sarkisova, was 
sacked for appearing in an 
topless photoshoot for a 
men's magazine, before being 
reinstated soon afterwards.

India fired up for Aussie challenge, 
says Dhoni 


CHENNAI, India (AFP) - 
India captain Mahendra 
Singh Dhoni vowed his team 
will be at their best when 
they face defending champi¬ 
ons Australia in the World 
Cup quarter-finals. 

India sealed an 80-run 
win over West Indies in the 
concluding group match of 
the tournament in Chennai 
on Sunday, but only after a 
spectacular collapse by the 
brittle Caribbean side, who 
crashed from 154-2 to 188 
all out. 

While India will tackle 
Australia in Ahmedabad on 
Thursday, the West Indies 
take on in-form Pakistan in 
Dhaka on Wednesday in the 
opening quarter-final tie. 

”We will be at our best for 
the quarter-finals,” said 
Dhoni. 

’’Australia are a very 
strong side and very expres¬ 
sive on the field. But it’s 


about how we prepare for 
the game to achieve what we 
want. 

”In the process, we hope 
to give our best.” 

Dhoni praised strike 
bowler Zaheer Khan, whose 
three wickets included the 
key dismissal of opener 
Devon Smith who had made 
81 when he was clean- 
bowled, a wicket which pre¬ 
cipitated the West Indies 
collapse. 

”He changed the game. 
He got the breakthrough by 
getting rid of Smith. Once 
we got his wicket, we were 
able to put pressure on all 
the batsmen at both ends.” 

All-rounder Yuvraj Singh 
was man of the match for his 
113 runs and 2-18 with the 
ball. 

Yuvraj overcame illness 
to help his team to victory 
and doubled-up in pain dur¬ 
ing his innings. 


”1 had stomach cramps 
and I was struggling in the 
morning but I was just wor¬ 
ried about the match and the 
team,” said Yuvraj. 

Zaheer praised his team’s 
tactics which saw the new 
ball tossed to spinner 
Ravichandran Ashwin. 

”We knew that with the 
new ball it would come on to 
the bat and that the seamers 
would get reverse swing 
later on in the innings, so 
that’s why we used a spinner 
to open the bowling,” said 
Zaheer, who took 3-26. 

West Indies captain Dar¬ 
ren Sammy admitted that his 
men will need a radical im¬ 
provement against Pakistan. 

”We are in the knockout 
stages and that was our first 
objective,” said Sammy. 

’’But we need to bring our 
A-game against Pakistan. 
We will have to pick things 
up.”

Bangladesh skipper 
says 'sorry' to fans 


DHAKA, AFP) - Bangladesh 
captain Shakib A1 Hasan apol¬ 
ogised to fans on Saturday for 
the team’s humiliating capitu¬ 
lation to South Africa that 
ended their World Cup dream. 

South Africa set the home 
side a daunting total of 285 to 
win in the Group B clash in 
Dhaka but Bangladesh never 
looked like getting anywhere 
near their target, slumping to 
78 all out to lose by a whop¬ 
ping 206 runs. 

”We missed a big opportu¬ 
nity because we have been per¬ 
forming for the last 12 months 
and we thought we would have 
a very good opportunity to 
qualify for the second round,” 
said Shakib 

”We didn't play good 
cricket at all throughout this 
tournament, although we won 
some games.” 


"The way we finished the 
tournament is not the way we 
wanted to finish it. We wanted 
to finish on a high,” he added. 

When asked if he had a 
message for the passionate 
fans, Shakib simply said 
"sorry”. 

South Africa skipper 
Graeme Smith, whose side fin¬ 
ished top of Group B, was de¬ 
lighted his team had won 
despite rotating the squad. 

"We gave a few guys an 
extra couple of days to rest but 
it was fantastic to see other 
guys that came in, the motiva¬ 
tion they had and the way they 
performed. That's always ex¬ 
citing to see.” 

"We've just got to hope we 
make the right decisions that 
will benefit the squad,” he 
added. 


Pakistan end Australia's 
magical run, take top spot 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka 
(AFP) - Paceman Umar Gul 
claimed three victims as Pak¬ 
istan beat Australia by four 
wickets on Saturday, ending 
the defending champions' 
unbeaten 34-match World 
Cup run and capturing top 
spot in Group A. 

Gul took 3-30 to help Pak¬ 
istan dismiss Australia for 
176 — their lowest World 
Cup total since 1992 — be¬ 
fore Umar Akmal hit an un¬ 
beaten 44 to steer Pakistan to 


victory in 41 overs, finishing 
top of the pool with 10 
points. 

Saturday's loss was Aus¬ 
tralia's first in the World Cup 
since losing to Pakistan by 
10 runs in Leeds in 1999. 

Pakistan, who opened the 
attack with left-arm spinner 
Abdur Rehman from one 
end, forced an early break¬ 
through when Gul bowled 
opener Shane Watson with a 
sharp incoming delivery for 
nine. 
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Djokovic beats Federer 
to take number two 
ranking

INDIAN WELLS, California 
(AFP) - Serbia’s Novak 
Djokovic continued his blis¬ 
tering pace this season by 
beating Roger Federer to 
reach the Indian Wells final 
and snatch the Swiss star's 
world number two ranking. 

Djokovic reached Sunday's 
title match at the $4.5 million 
ATP Masters 1000 event, 
where he will take on Rafael 
Nadal, by defeating Federer 6- 
3,3-6, 6-2 Saturday to extend 
his match winning streak this 
season to 17. 

"I am playing the best ten¬ 
nis of my life," said Djokovic, 
who won the Australian Open 
in January. 

Djokovic, who won here in 
2008, won 11 consecutive 
points in the third set to break 
open the match and post his 
third victory over 16-time 
major winner Federer in the 
past three months. 

"My approach to matches 
against Roger is maybe differ¬ 
ent than it was in the past two 
years," Djokovic said of Fed¬ 
erer, who still leads their over¬ 
all series 13-9. 


Djokovic, who 
is the first player 
to start the season 
with 17 wins in a 
row since Pete 
Sampras in 1997, 
moves to Sunday's 
final, where he 
will face world 
number one 
Nadal, who beat 
Juan Martin del 
Potro 6-4, 6-4. 

Federer is now 
18-3 on the season 
with all three de¬ 
feats coming at 
the hands of 
Djokovic, who 
clinched Satur¬ 
day's victory on a 
second match 
point when the Swiss fired a 
forehand service return long. 

With the win, Djokovic 
moved into the second rank¬ 
ing spot, dropping Federer to 
third. 

"It makes me feel very 
happy. It's the crown for my 
achievements this year," he 
said. 

Djokovic, 23, hammered 
three aces in the two-hour, 
six-minute match in front of a 
near-capacity crowd of about 
15,000 on the main stadium 
court. 

The turning point in the 
match was when Djokovic 
blitzed Federer for 11 consec¬ 
utive points in the middle of 
the third set to turn a 2-2 dead¬ 
lock into a 5-2 lead. 

Djokovic broke Federer’s 
serve three times in the final 
set after Federer won the sec¬ 
ond set. 

Federer, who also lost the 
doubles final with Swiss com¬ 
patriot Stanislas Wawrinka 
against Alexandr Dolgopolov 
and Xavier Malisse, said he 
would get over the setback of 
losing to Djokovic again. 


Bynum, Brooks hit with bans 
by league 


NEW YORK (AFP) - An¬ 
drew Bynum of the two-time 
reigning NBA champion Los 
Angeles Lakers and Aaron 
Brooks of the Phoenix Suns 
were issued suspensions by 
the league on Sunday for ac¬ 
tions in separate games. 

Lakers center Bynum was 
banished for two games with¬ 
out pay for a flagrant foul 
against Minnesota's Michael 
Beasley with 6:16 remaining 
in the fourth quarter of a 106- 
98 home victory for the Lak¬ 
ers last Friday. 

Brooks was banished for 
one game without pay for 
tossing a basketball at a ref¬ 
eree and striking him in the 
leg with 7:46 to play in the 
fourth quarter of the Suns' 
108-97 home victory over 
Golden State on Friday. 

Bynum was benched for 
Lakers home games on Sun¬ 
day against Portland and 
Tuesday against Phoenix. 
Brooks was forced out of 
Phoenix's game Sunday at the 
Los Angeles Clippers but can 
return for the Tuesday 
matchup against the Lakers. 

Beasley was knocked onto 
the court and hobbled off the 
court with a bruised left hip 
in Minnesota's 15th loss in a 
row in games against the 
Lakers. 

"It was just a hard foul, a 
playoff foul," Beasley said 
after the loss. "They are get¬ 
ting ready for the playoffs. 
It's the kind of foul and the 
kind of basketball they've got 
to play and you've got to get 
used to playing against that." 

The Lakers are second in 
the Western Conference at 
49-20 while Minnesota, 17- 
53, is out of playoff con¬ 
tention. The Suns stand 
34-33, 11th in the West but 
only 2 1/2 games behind 
Memphis for eighth place 
and the last playoff spot.
